Winter finds many closed houses in 
Arverne. Rows of summer bungalows 
and rooming houses are vacant from 
September to May. It is the smallest 
district in Queens, and there are only 
three in all of New York City with less 
population. During the last quarter of 
the nineteenth century, many wealthy 
New Yorkers had summer homes in 
Arverne. The permanent population of 



Arverne dropped slightly during the 
1930-1940 decade. There are wide 
areas of open spaces, with a few scat- 
tered homes. But in summer the ocean 
front is crowded with New Yorkers who 
enjoy the temperate summer climate of 
the Rockaway peninsula. As a market, 
Arverne is important only during warm 
weather. Rockaway Beach Boulevard is 
the principal business street.
